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“She's a cat.” “She walked with catlike 
grace.” “Her green eyes were as wary as 
a cat’s.”” How often have we heard or read 
this type of phrase and accepted the equa- 
tion of women to cats?

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ONCE IN A BLUE TABBY MOON 


Only once in a blue moon do we get 
to experience the thrill of that rarest of 
events in the Cat Fancy, the recognition 
of a new color for championship com- 
petition. Up until the very recent past there 
have been several new breeds of cats rec- 
ognized and colors in the Siamese 
breed, but only one new color in Persians 
has been adopted, the old-fashioned and 
well-beloved Calico. Yet during this century 
we have lost three colors. At one time 
there were separate classes for Oranges 
and Reds and Orange Tabbies and Red 
Tabbies, but as more and more people 
showed their preference for the deeper 
color these colors were merged into one 
class. One was lost entirely, the 
Masked Silver which, in a perfect specimen, 
was possibly the most strikingly beautiful 
color of the Silver division. Recently several 
of the national associations have recog- 
nized the man-made Cameo colors under 
one name or another, but only now has 
a great national association pioneered by 
accepting nature’s own wonderful creation, 
the Blue Tabby, in both Longhairs and 
Shorthairs.

The Blue Tabby is a true Tabby, wholly 
distinct, and not to be confused with any 
other color. It will never be necessary for 
any judge to hesitate when judging one, 
wondering in which class it really belongs, 
as we have seen so often with the Reds 
and Red Tabbies or the Chinchillas and 
the Shaded Silvers. While the Silver Tab- 
bies and the Brown Tabbies are like a 
full symphony with their rich strong back- 
grounds and bold black striping, the Blue 
Tabbies might be likened to a Chopin 
nocturne in their delicacy and delight. The 
standard adopted for them describes them 
literally and clearly, but cannot possibly 
convey the sense of their charm, their 
shimmering ashes of roses patina over the 
basic colors or the wonderful harmony of 
their color pattern. The standard is as 
follows: “Ground color including lips and 


chin pale bluish ivory with warm fawn 
overtones, fawn more noticeable on upper 
part of face. Markings very deep blue af- 
fording good contrast with ground color. 
Pattern of markings as described for brown 
tabbies. Lips and chin slightly lighter in 
kittens and young adults. Nose leather rose. 
Eyes copper or deep orange, copper pre- 
ferred.” 

This is not a new color. One of the 
writers had a perfectly marked Blue Tabby 
Domestic Shorthair in early childhood and 
at that time remembers her mother’s re- 
mark that she especially liked that particu- 
lar color, then unknown to her by name, 
because those cats always seemed to have 
rounder, shorter and more beautiful faces 
and their bodies were short and thick, a 
rather remarkable observation from some- 
one who at that time had never heard of 
a standard for cats. Throughout the years 
most breeders doing intensive work with 
Brown Tabbies have experienced the phe- 
nomenon of the appearance of Blue Tab- 
bies in the Brown Tabby litters when the 
pedigrees seemed to offer no reason for 
this. Such kittens have always been notable 
for having a much more intensive copper 
eye color than their Brown Tabby siblings. 

It is now almost a certainty that the 
Blue Tabbies which appear in this way 
are true spontaneous dilutions of the basic 
Brown Tabby and bear the same relation- 
ship to it that Blue Point Siamese does 
to Seal Point. Thus they are a true color 
which can in time be established as strongly 
in their own right as the Blue Point 
Siamese have already been. It will, un- 
fortunately, take longer to accomplish this 
since there are so comparatively few 
breeders working with the Brown Tabbies 
from which they come, while the Siamese 
breeders are legion. Certain bloodlines seem 
to carry a stronger gene for this dilution 
than others, so that when these lines are 
combined or there is inbreeding or line- 
breeding in them, a much greater propor- 


+ 


tion of Blue Tabbies will result. Minqua’s 
Shackamaxon pictured here is an interest- 
ing case in point. Both his parents are 
Brown Tabbies, the sire a strong show 
winner and the dam a full sister of two 
grand champion Brown Tabbies. Three of 
the grandparents are Brown Tabby, the 
fourth Black. Of the first thirty cats on 
the pedigree 17 are Brown Tabbies, 8 
Blacks and 5 Blues. Only Brown Tabbies 
were anticipated in the litter from this 
mating, the first of this particular com- 
bination, yet in the litter there were one 
spectacularly marked Brown Tabby and 
four equally wellmarked Blue Tabbies. 

Now that it is established that Blue 
Tabby is a true color created by nature, 
let us turn to another interesting facet of 
it. It may also be created artificially by 
man by crossing Brown Tabby and Blue. 
It has always been known that the intro- 
duction of black into Brown Tabby blood- 
lines for one generation will help to clarify 
and deepen the markings which may have 
been showing a tendency to become muddy, 
indistinct and ticked. In recent years many 
of the best Brown Tabby breeders have 
been crossing their Brown Tabbies very 
carefully with Blues to improve the type 
of the Brownies with as little loss of in- 
tensity of markings as possible. There has 
been one great hindrance to their doing 
this as much as would be desirable to serve 
the best interests of the Brown Tabbies. 
All ethical breeders hesitate to allow their 
cats to produce kittens for whom it may 
be difficult to find homes, and these crosses 
resulted in a great many Blue Tabbies, 
not always very well marked in the first 
generation of the cross.

to them. The writers have solved their own 
particular problem by selling these kittens 
without pedigree or registration to homes 
where they will be altered for well-loved 
housepets. Even this has not made it pos- 
sible to experiment as freely as we would 
have liked, since there is a saturation point 
in any area for good homes for pet kittens, 
however beautiful, who are not suitable 
for breeding or showing.

I keep my cat indoors, but go out with him for daily walks. 
Now with winter coming on will it be safe to take him out? 
Can cold weather give him a cold, and can people give a cat 
a cold if they are around him? 

When animals get cold outside they will show that they want 
to get back into the house. They keep moving, and this usually 
keeps them warm enough to avoid the danger of chilling. The 


respiratory infection we ca!l a cold is apparently of no trouble 
to cats 


My six-month-old spayed Persian has always gnawed on my 
fingers. Her teeth are now very sharp, and I am afraid she will 
bite someone badly as she springs for hands, arms, and feet. 
She is a very playful, healthy, and lovable kitten, but I don’t 
want her to hurt anyone. Is there any reason she does this, and 
can I break her of the habit. 

She does it primaril) satisfaction in 
chewing or gnawing such a responsive treat. As she has been 
indulged in this until it is a well-established and acceptable 
practice on her part, it will take some time and perseverance 
to break her of it

My Siamese (five months old) has a slight hunched back. 
It has been that way since he first started to walk. My veterinarian 
has checked for worms but has never found any, nor any other 
reason for this condition. He says it is just a habit the cat has 
formed. He runs, plays, and shows signs of being happy and 
healthy. Do you have any ideas on this? 

Some cats will have a more pronounced arching of the back 
than others, and it appears to have no ill effects on them. There 
may be some spinal problem that is the cause of it, but the 


situation is not one to 


cause alarm 
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Do detergents contain anything harmful to cats. May I use 
them to bathe my cat? 

Detergents have been used on some cats with great success 
They do a good job of really cleaning the skin and fur. However, 
they can cause pretty skin some cats. As 
a rule, I suggest the use of a mild soap to wash cats, and then 
a very careful rinse to be certain all of it is off the skin 


severe irritations on 


Lately I have noticed a yellowish scum-like substance on my 
two-year-old Siamese’s teeth. Is this due to a diet deficiency, 
and is it anything to worry about? 

The material may be the result of food and saliva’s accumu- 
lating on the teeth. It can be removed by wiping or brushing 
the teeth. If it is tartar, this can only be removed by having it 
chipped or scraped off with dental instruments 


Is it possible for a neutered male to retain all the characteristics 
of the whole tomcat? My four-year-old (neutered when two) still 
fights with the neighborhood toms and never stays home when 
allowed out. He is fed twice a day and isn’t fat, sleeps indoors 
at night, and is in excellent health. He simply will not be con- 
fined continuously, however. 

Some males wiil behave as you describe after they have been 
castrated. Hormone treatment will usually 
if that is what you wish 


correct the situation 


Is there any special diet recommended for cats with kidney 
trouble? 


Before answering this I would like to point out that difficulty 
in urinating or frequent urinating does not always indicate kidney 
disease. Many times kidney disease can be present and not obvious 
to the owner until some other apparently disassociated problem 
develops—whereupon an accurate diagnosis may reveal kidney 
disease. For some of these problems a high protein diet is recom 
mended. Several commercial preparations are available through 
teterinarians to cope with these problems.

A few 
hardy souls among the Brownie breeders 
have kept some of the better Blue Tabbies, 
even though they were AOC (any other 
color), because they well knew that some 
of the best and most perfectly marked 
Brown Tabbies are produced from these 
Blue Tabbies. Even this, though, has pre- 
sented its own problems, for less knowl- 
edgeable breeders have not wanted to buy 
cats for showing and breeding who carried 
AOC’s on their pedigrees. In
